AUTOMOBILE MEM 
OPPOSE NEW LAW

SACRAMENTO, MApril 4.—Cali- 
fornia automobilists and other con- 
sumers of gasolime and distillate, 
are agitated over proposed legisla- 
tion primarily directed at the pro- 
ducers of gasoline, but tending, it 
is said, to increase the cost of gaso. 
line and distillate to the purchaser. 

The bill provides for inspection 
and supervision of the oil business 
from the oil field to the consumer, 
with a large force of inspectors and 
investigators. 
vision requiring that distillate be 
artificially colored so it may be dis- 
tinguished from gasoline. 

Sellers of gasoline would have to 
equip themselves with a distributor 
containing a glass tube through 
which the gasoline may run or be 
seen. The bill also undertakes to 
provide a specific quality of gaso- 
line and to prohibit the sale of gas- 
oline below a aspecified..gravity.
